Mr, Jofferson Davis, in a speach made sioee
Lin election to the Pregidency of the * Confederste
o Btates of Awmerica,” hos declazed fhat if civil
war sha!l gosult from the presant commotions, the
battle will bo fought on Northern soil, beeausn
the superior prowess and wilitary Lebits of the
slaveholders  will cuable thom to luvade and
overrun {he Free Htales, This i of eourse a
mere piece of bravado, put forth for political
offoct st the North, sud for the sacoursgoment of
his own followers, Mr. Dovie is s graduate of
West Point, and no man enn hove passed throvgh
the discipMfpe and the oouree of instruction of
that inetilutlon withcut scquiring a eufficient
asmount of kistorical knowiedge and of wilitory
science to be aware that no nation or state
with an sccessible seaboard can venture on
offensive operstions sgaivit an enemy who eom-
mands the sea.  Wo do nob suppose that any
warlike movemente except such ne sre pocessary
to recover tle of the United Btates will
ba required from the Government,  But if o se-
rious war, now of st any fyture period, should

nnﬁrrtuméih waged betweenr the North and
the Bouth, it would only be necessary fur Lo,
Government of the North to concentrato at New-

York & small floet of sen-going vtoamors snd nn

Slave States while they wore mentced at bome
by such a foree, ready in a few daye’ sail to de-
scend upon tleir coast wilhout warning, and
without the possibility of being met at all pointe
by an adequate resisting force.

Those who evmmand
the sea in Ui+ age of stemw Lave the immense
advnutege that they can transport troops with
cnso and expedition to any point on a hostile
const, and ecan keep an enbire seaboard in terror
by the uncertaioty whick envelopes the move.

All the military forces that the rcbel States
cau poasibly brivg inte the field will be fully oe-
cupied in looking after their own coasts, They
will bave nene to spare for the invasion of the
North. The United States Goverument, on the
other hand, ean, with a very moderate naval and
military foreo at its disposnl, carry on as great
o war aa we sro likely to soo, even in the worst
exlremity.

KTATEN ISLAND POLITICN.

Seoundrelisa is still in the sscendency in Lhe
political affairs of Staten Island, It will be re-
membered that the last Legidlature, upsolicited
by the peopls of the Island—indeed without their
knowledge, till they wore enrprised by the an-
nouncement of the fact in the public journala—
cut up the county so s to carve out & new
town, without the slightest necossity, and for no
other kuown reason ihan to enmable a parly of
corrupt politiciens to continue in power. The
indignation at this mensure was very great, aud
in the election which the measurs made neces
sary Mr. F. . Shaw was undonbtedly ehosen
Supervisor by & large majority of votes, though
inoreased undoubtedly by the high esteem in
which be is held aweng his follow-citizens of all
classoe,  The will of the people, however, was
not allowed to prevail.  On some frivolous pre-
text the Inspectors of Election refused to com-
plete the canvass of the votes, the ballot-boxes
wers taken to a favern, the wateh snd ward
over them at the proper moment pretermitted,
when, in sceordance no doubt with s precon-
corted arrangement, they were stolen snd de-
stroyed. Nor ban this outrage, slnost unequaled
in the records of elactioneering villainy, ever yet’
bocn punished, although the men concerned in it
are perfeetly well known.

The regular day for the cnousl town elections
in Richmond County was Tuesdsy, the 1ith
inet. To the Town of Castleton there wero three
tickets in the fild,  On the first waa the nsme
of Mr. Mersereau, late County Clerk; on the
socond that of a Mr. Swith Ely; and on the
third Mr. J. Templeton Johnsou's, According to
the law the polls st thia clection are movable,
and may be Lold as the town shall dircet at the
weeling st different places at different hours of
the day. Accordingly, st the meeting in the
early part of the day at Quarantine, it was
voted that at & certain hour the mecting be ad-
journed to the usual polling booth of New.
Brighton, and at a certain Iater hour to Facto.
ryville—ihus giving to all voters in different
parta of the town on fhat side of the ieland an
nlp}lllﬂﬂ.ﬂ!‘)‘ of Ilr"p(\i.'lli.'lg their ballots in the
eighborhoud of their ewn homes, But this did
not suit the balot-box-emashing party, whose
strength lies in and near Qusrantine village.
Theso ingenious gentlemen, whose firtilily of
knavery is  equaled  only by their  bold-
neas, thinking, probably, that the destruction of
ballote was uot o game {o be played again so
immadiately, Lit npon the equally excellent de-
vico of providing sgainst there being ballute
enough on the wroog side to make it worlh their
while to destroy them, At the proper time,
when she meeting wae thin, sod the right sort
only of rellable Demorrats were present, it was
uoved—we wderstand, by that distinguished eit-
izen, Mr, George W. Duley—that the motion for
adjowrnment be reconsidored ! snd this new rule
of Parlinmentary law was immediately adopted,
and the vola fo aljourn to New-Brighton and
Factoryville—a vote, of course, beyond the reach
of the meoting until it bad actually adjouroed to
those places—was reconsidered, und it was then
voted that the meoting should continue where it
was the rest of the day. Had such s sfep been
